Tho following four maxima or prm- 
oiples which have been generally concur- 
red in by subsequent writers, will be 
found in Adam Smith's "Wealth of Na- 
tions." They possess a peculiar interest 
at this timo for British Columbians, and 
may bo read with profit: 

(1.) The subjoota of every State ought 
to contribute to the support of tho gov 
erament,'''tif^'h'early as possible in propor- 
tion to their" respective abilities; thot is 
iu proportion to tho rovouuo which they 
roapeotivoly enjoy under tho protootiou 
of tho Stato. In tho obsorvation or ne- 
glect of this maxim consists what is oall- 
od tho equality or inequality of taxation. 

(2.) The tax which each individual is 
bound to pay ought to bo certain and not 
arbitrary. The timo of payment, tho 
manner of payment, the quantity to be 
paid, ought all to be clear and plain to 
the contributor and to every other per- 
son. Where it is otherwise every porsou 
subject to the tax is put moro or loss in 
tho power of the tax-gatherer, who can 
either aggravate the tax upon any obnox- 
ious contributor, or extort by the terror 
of such aggravation some present or per- 
quisite to liimself. The uncertainty of 
taxation encourages tho insolence and 
favours tho corruption of an order of 
mou who aro naturally unpopular when 
thoy aro neither insolent nor corrupt. 
Tho certainty of what each individual 
ought to pay is, in taxation, a matter of 
so great importance that a very consider- 
ate degree of ine4uality. it appears, I 
believe from the exporienoe of all nations, 
is not near ao great an evil as a very 
small degree of unoortainty. 

(3.) Every tax ought to bo levied at 
tho time, or in tho manner iu wliioh it is 
most likely to bo couvoniant for the con- 
tributor to pay it. A tax upou tho rout 
of laud or of houses, payable at the lamo 
term at which such routs ore usually 
paid, is levied at a time when it ia most 
likely to bo convenient for the contribut- 
or to pay; or when ho is moat likely to 
haqo whorowithal to pay, Taxoa upon 
such consumable goods as are articloa 
of luxury, aro all linally paid by 
tho consumer, and gouorally in a nian- 
nor that is very oonvoniout to 
him. He pays them by. Jittlo and little 
as he has ocoaaioa tO'bu/ tho goods. As 
he is at liberty too either buy or not 
to buy, as ho pleases, it must bo hia own 
fault if he ever suffers any considerable 
incouvenicnco from such taxes. 

{•t.) Every tax ought to bo so contrived 
as both to take out and to keep out of tho 
pockets of tho people aa little as 
possible ^ over and "obovo what it 
brings ihlo " the public treaaury of the 
State. A tax may either take out or koop 
oat of tho pockets of tho people n groat 
doal moro than it brings into tho public 
treasury in tho four following ways: 
First, tho levying of it may require a 
groat number of officers whose salaries 
may o;'t up tho greater part of tho pro- 
duce of the tax, and whose perquisites 
may impose an additional tax upon the 
people; ■ Secondly, It titfjr ' divers 'a! por- 
tion of the labor and capital- bf)f fib " com- 
munity from a moro to a less productive 
employment. Thirdly, by the forfeitures 
iiud other penaltioa which thoso unfortu- 
nate individuala incur who .attempt un- 
successfully to evade the tax, it may fre- 
quently ruin them and- thereby put on 
end to the benefit which the community 
might have derived froiil tho employ- 
ment of their capital; an injurious tax 
offers a great temptation to smuggling. 
Fourthly, by subjecting tho people to the 
frequent visits and the odious examina- 
tion of the taxgatherors, it may expose 
them to much unnecessary trquole, vex- 
ation- and oppression, to . 'gl^ioh j^y bo 
added that the restrictive regulations to 
which trades and mannfaotnros are often 
subject to prevent evasion of a tax are 
not only in themselves tronbleaome and 
expensive, but often oppose in|aEerab)o 
obstacles to making itaproveOSJsnts in tho 
processes.

What constitutes a Farmer. — Tho 
following extract we clip from a very 
interesting address delivered by Maj.

To be a perfect farmer, a man should 
combine observation and practice.

We should 
gain knowledge by reading and study, 
and also by what wo sea around us, 
and then this knowledge must be put 
into practice. Our views, if they wili 
not stand the test of actual experience, 
aro worthless. All sound tlicory is 
based upon practice, and all sensible 
practice is tho result well grounded 
information, whether learned by our 
own observation, or from the experi- 
ence of ^ others. That theory which 
will not' stand tho tost of experience 
is worthless, aud that practice which 
is not based upon sound theory is 
equally worthless.

Rev. Father T. Porter, Rector of 
the Jesuit College, Salisbury street, 
Liverpool, recently delivered a special 
sermon at the ohtufch attached to the 
college, to a bJ^wiaed*" congregation, 
many of whom were Protestants, on 
tho existence of the supernatural as 
proved by the nairaouloua events of 
the presentfdajr;-3. After speaking of 
the spread of infidelity, aud of the 
many proofs of the esisteiree of God 
aud tho supernatural, P. Porter said: 
In order to make the matter clear he 
would descend to particular facts in 
the present day, and allude to things 
which oould not be explained on any 
natural grounds. He would speak of 
the miracles wrought in the grotto of 
Lourdos, aud the circumstances which 
surrounded the Vatican. That valley 
in tiie slopes of tho Pyrenees, which 
in 1866 was known only to a few 
shepherds, was now this niost celebrat- 
ed sanctuary in the world', whore tens 
of thousands congregated to witness 
the countless miracles wrought there. 
Mou who had bean .blind for forty 
years had been ''restored to sight by 
washing in' th6 waters of tho grotto, so 
had cripples and palsied men recover- 
ed tho use of their limbs. Moro won- 
derful than the cure of bodily infirmi- 
ties were the conversions wrought 
there. In one instance a news- 
paper reporter joined . a ' faoop 
of pilgrims in order ' that ho 
might tho better scoCf at the matter, 
and yet after ho bad entered tho grot- 
to he came forth a believer and a peni- 
tent,witiLtbe burden of his sins cast at 
the feet of the priest who was there to 
receive bis confession. Unbelievers 
had entered and c3ome forth practical 
Catholics. The supernatural was tho 
more clearly shown in the fact that all 
were not cured or converted, some re- 
turning with their maladies and their 
sins. The miracles could not "be de- 
nied, and with their existence before 
him no roasonablo mau could deny the 
evidence of the supernatural.

The Hon. Jore Haralson, who re- 
presents the Mobile District, and who 
lately,.vo.ted, for univeWAl: Wi]iest7,was 
a slave in 1865, when he osvas ehianci- 
pated with the rest. He was a slave 
of Mr. John T. Walker, of Columbus, 
and on tho death of tho latter was 
sold on the block, in this city, to Mr. 
J. W. Thompson. After his death he 
was purchased by John Haralson, Esq., 
of Seima, Ala., to whom he belonged at 
the time of emancipation. He was 
raised in Muscogee county as a com- 
mon field hand. He was born here in 
1845. UppQ .inst!i^vWe.%|^ a number 
who knew him when he was a slave. 
He deserves credit for the. informa- 
tion he has acquired, but he was made 
what ho is, not by any superior 
motive power above any white man, but 
the prejudices of ignorint negroes con- 
trolled by United States bhyonets. Ho 
lives in a strong negro district, inhabited 
by the most unlettered of tho class. In 
1870 he was elected to the House of Re- 
presentatives for Alabama, and in 1872 to 
the State Senate, and in 1876 to OongresB 
from tbe'Hbbile District.
